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WE  NOMINATE 


Richard  Herman  Wilhelm,  a  resident  of  Prince- 
ton for  some  17  years  and  one  of  the  driving  forces 
in  Princeton  University's  School  of  Engineering, 
who  held  the  spotlight  this  past  week  as  the  16th 
recipient  of  the  William  H.  Walker  Award,  an- 
nually conferred  by  the  American  Institute  of 
Chemical  Engineers  in  recognition  of  "outstanding 
achievements."  Chosen  by  a  jury  headed  by  Allen 
P.  Colburn,  Provost  of  the  University  of  Delaware, 
Wilhelm  was- honored  for  the  publication  of  mate- 
rial of  importance  and  interest  to  the  relatively 
new  profession  of  chemical  engineering. 

A  professor  in  the  Department  of  Chemical  En- 
gineering, which  was  only  brought  into  being  in 
1934,  the  year  he  joined  the  University  Faculty, 
this  42-year  old  native  of  New  York  City  has  filled 
a  pioneering  role  in  developing^the  modern  concept 
of  chemical  engineering.  He  has  helped  others  see 
that  his  ever-expanding  field  occupies  a  strategic 
position  between  the  pure  sciences — chemistry, 
physics  and  biology — and  all  of  the  branches  of 
engineering.  In  1949,  for  instance, vhe  was  instru- 
mental in  introducing  a  program  of  study  designed 
to  provide  the  necessary  background  for  entry  in- 
to biological  industry  or  research  (food,  pharma- 
ceuticals, antibiotics,  etc.). 

Wilhelm,  a  licensed  professional  engineer  in  New 
Jersey  and  consultant  to  such  far-reaching  organi- 
zations as  Merck  and  Company,  could  well  be 
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termed  a  humanist  in  engineering.  In  the  fall  of 
191b'  he  directed  the  Princeton  Bicentennial  Con- 
ference on  "Engineering  and  Human  Affairs,"  em- 
phasized in  the  widely  circulated  conference  report 
that  science  and  engineering  cannot  be  disassociated 
from  moral  responsibilities  in  society  and  warned 
that  "oui  society  will  decay  or  explode"  if  en- 
gineers and  scientists  persist  in  neglecting  the 
"basic  data  and  laws  of  social  science 

Associated  with  the  research  program  of  the  Tex- 
tile Research  Institute,  Wilhelm  in  World  War  II 
pushed  projects  for  the  National  Defense  Research 
Committee  and  later  served  as  co-director  of  a  high- 
priority  undertaking  sponsored  by  the  Rubber  Re- 
serve Office.  An  alumnus  of  Columbia  and  holding 
Princeton  professorial  rank  since  1946,  Wilhelm  is 
presently  a  consultant  to  the  Department  of  De- 
fense's Research  and  Development  Board  and  is  a 
member  of  the  management  committee  of  the 
Chemical  Sciences  Laboratory  of  Princeton's  For- 
restal  Research  Center 

For  insisting  that  "our  moral  and  political  prog- 
ress" must  keep  abreast  with  "our  scientific  ad- 
vances;" for  assisting  with  the  evolution  of  a  unique 
system  of  chemical  engineering  education  which 
stresses  "ability  in  human  relations";  for  meriting 
one  of  the  highest  honors  that  can  be  bestowed  un-
